Winter Preparations of Garden Soils. 


We constantly hear the cry of win­ 
ter preparation of soil for farm crops 
but neglect the garden spot on ac­ 
count, I presume, of its smallness. 
The truckers, it is hoped, take ad­ 
vantage of fall plowing. 
Manure your soil, 
plow 
it, 
and 
where not too late plant some cover 
crop such as rye, winter oats or wh*a( 
In case of ground which you expect 
to plant very early in the spring, es­ 
pecially in the wet sections of the 
state, it is desirable to throw the soil 
ap in beds and leave if this way 
during the winter. These beds will 
dry out quicker in the spring and en­ 
able you to prepare and plant earlier 


than you would otherwise be able to 
do. 
This winter plowing will kill out 
many 
insects, 
especially 
the 
cut 
worms, atch and retain more water, 
improve the physical condition of the 
soil, and make more food material 
available.

The battle started over a proposed 
amendment to the constitution of the 
state party, which removes the source 
of power from the state organization 
and places it in the hands of the 
county organizations. This action was 
approved in a committee report but 
■was opposed by a minority report of 
the committee also made to the con­ 
vention. 
The considerate n of the two re-1 
ports immediately caused a storm of I 
debate, which grew in intensity as 
it progressed and continued until late 
in the afternoon. *Point of order after 
point of order was made and some ob­ 
jection was made to many of the dele­ 
gates speaking several times on the 
same question but 
the 
protestants 
were promptly called down by Chair­ 
man A. A. I lag well who stated that 
he would deny “no comrade the right 
to be heard.” 
i he point raised by the 
majority 
was that the report of the committee 
attempts to place the business in the 
party in the control of the individual 
instead of in the control of the en­ 
tire whole of the state organization 
and it is a step toward individualism 
the very thing that the socialist par­ 
ty is fighting. 
The report of the committee will 
he referred to the voters of the party 
and will be rejected or accepted by 
a referendum vote, according to cus­ 
tom. 


The consideration of the constitu­ 
tion will be resumed Friday, and it 
is expected that it will not be fin­ 
ished before the afternoon, the docu­ 
ment being read and discussed sec­ 
tion by section. It 
has 
now 
been 
about half read. The only action to be 
taken by the convention will be ad­ 
visory, the rejection or adoption of the 
constitution as approved being deft to 
a referendum vote.
